On September 15, 2014, a motion was made and passed to send a favorable
recommendation to the City Council regarding Petition No. 1409-PUD-15 (Vote: 7 in
favor and 0 opposed) with the following conditions:

1.

That the PUD Ordinance amendment be clarified so that the materials of the sign
base and columns be brick with cast-stone accents;

That the PUD Ordinance amendment be clarified so that the background of the
tenant sign panels be “opaque”;

That the display color on the electronic message boards for gas prices be limited
1o green,

That the rendering of the sign be revised to depict the words “Member Price”,
“Regular” and “Diesel” as being incorporated into the opaque panels, not the
black electronic message boards.
